military escort to P/esident Wilson on 
the killer's Euporean lour. 


Before America enlered Ihe war, 


Watson had been junior military at- 
tache at Ihe White House—just as, 
before becoming Roosevelt's secre- 
tary, he had been his military aide. 
In fact, Ihe whole business of being 
a military aide is old stuff to him. 
He put in a fouryear lerm as mili- 
lary allache al Ihe American embassy 
in Paris, and another four-year hitch 
at the embassy in Brussels. 


He is an extravaganl admirer of 


his boss, and he loves his job. "Next 
to war," ho says, "this is the most 
thrilling experience I've ever had. 
Every day is an adventure. You never 
know what will turn up next." 


The demands of the White House 


roulno don't leave him much time 
for recreation, but he docs manage lo 
get in a round of golf every week- 
end at Ihc exclusive Burning Tree 
club, near Washington, with Steve 
Early, the White House press secre- 
tary. To get a measure of daily ex- 
ercise General Watson walks lo the 
zoo every morning; doesn't look at 
the animals or feed peanuts to the 
monkeys, just walks there.

Haifa and Cyprus, is sufficiently strong 
for the eastern end of this process,' 
even supposing that Malta proves un-'1 
lenable under air attack.

France Levies 1% 


Tax on AH Sales 


Lengthens Work Week to 


45 Hours, for Arma- 


ment Purposes 


PARIS, 
France—(/P)—France 
put 


$343,200,000 into her war machine Fri- 
day with new decree laws which 
lengthened the work week to 45 hours 
and levied a one per cent sales tax. 


The new laws created an "armament 


tax" of one per cent on all cash trans- 
actions, limited profits from indus- 
tries working for national defense, 
reduced ordinary government expend- 
itures and established new regulations 
to increase production in private busi- 
ness. 


Finance Minister Paul Reynoud in 


a broadcast lo the nation Friday term- 
ed the laws a "test of force between 
Ihe lotalitarian regimes and our gov- 
crnment of liberty." He said the sales 
lax would be applied lo all residents 
of France alike, and he had chosen it 
rather than inflation to meel Ihe huge 
costs of armament building. 


The new revenues are expected to 


bring hi $396,000,000, but 552,800,000 of 
the amount will pay Ihe Nalional 
Wheat Office's 1938 clcfict. 


The government will tax profits 


from the armament industry, Reynaud 
said, by a progressive scale extending 
from 50 to 100 per cent of Ihe profits 
over ccrtan levels. These taxes will 
be in additoin to regular income and 
productions taxes.

sidered as an abnormal condition de- 
manding the most careful study of 
the person as a whole. 


If anemia is found, it is customary 


to attempt to control it by the use of 
iron and of liver. It is also important 
to control the hygiene of the patient, 
providing suitable amounts of fresh 
air, sunshine and recreation. The eat- 
ing habits should be sudied to determ- 
ine whether food is being eaten too 
rapidly, whether it is beirjg sufficent- 
ly chewed arid whether digestion is in- 
ordinately delayed.

If only they could gain 


control of the Adriatic, and force 
Austria to use the Danube and Black 
Sea exclusively! The Adriatic then 
would be a handy Italian lake—a per- 
fect retreat for the Italian navy in 
cyse of trouble. Italy would become 
Mediterranean Power No. 1, and show 
the world how an ocean should be 
run! 


Dreaming this dream, Italy desert- 


ed Germany and Austria—her triple 
alliance partners — and joined the 
western allies in the World war. 


Dream Broken Up 


Sure enough, Italy got her hands on 


the great Adriatic ports of Trieste, 
Fiume. and Znra.

the historical rub—the western powers 
created Yugoslavia, with pro - war

Jewish Refugees 


Are Restricted 


CARACAS, Venezuela — (A'> — The 


government of the Republic of Ven- 
ezuela has announced it would accept 
two groups of Jewish refugees from 
Europe, but has placed a ban on furth- 
er immigration. The groups, number- 
ing more than 250 refugees, were al- 
lowed to remain in the country ".sole- 
ly as a humanitarian act and owing 
to their very distressing position." 


A government communique said the 


Jews would be 'prohibited from en- 
gaging "in any activities of a com- 
mercial nature." They were granted 
a stay of two months at Guamias, 
near the capital, but at the end of 
that period they will have to "proceed 
to the interior parts of the republic 
only."
